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A former paid informant 
has asked a federal judge here 
to' order the government to 
continue to protect him, in 
part by creating a new iden- 
tity and a new past for him 
and Ms family* u ■ 

The former tipster, Frahklim 
Per off, is seeking a complete 
set of officially falsified cre- 
dentials to verify a new iden- 
tity* including birth certifi- 
cates, marriage license and 
school records of his five 
children, his lawyers said yes- 
terday. 

But to date, they said, he 
has been provided with only 
two documents toward estab- 
lishment of a new identity — a 
Social Security card and a 
driver's license. 

The government acknowl- 
edges that Peroff played a key 
role in the cracking of an in- 
ternational counterfeiting and 
heroin-smuggling operation in 
early 1973. In addition, he has 
alleged in Senate testimony 
and in federal court the> in- 
volvement of fugitive finan- 
cier Robert Vesco in a mtdtim- 
fllion-dollar heroin smuggling 
scheme. 

Peroff filed suit Wednesday 
after receiving notice last 
week that the protection and a 
pubsistence allowance he has 
been receiving would be ter- 
minated as of yestefday* The 
mit contends that Peroff s life 
was u ‘placed in jeopardy" by 
his activities as an informant 
and, in return, he was’ guaran- 
teed . government protection 
until he' and his family were 
moved to “a safe location" and 
provided ;with w 4 *redocumenta- 
ion” to- conceal their real 
^entities, ■

PerofFs name and activities 
first became public last Octo- 
ber When he testified before 
the Subcommittee that he had 
tape-recorded some eon versa* 
lions. with a Canadian named 
Conrad Bouchard, the reputed 
mastermind of a smuggling 
operation that would bring 
more than 100 kilos (220 
pounds) of heroin from Eu- 
rope to the United States.

lowed,^ police official identi- 
fied Peroff as an undercover 
man, forcing him into hiding^ 
On Oct. I, Peroff contacted 
the Subcommittee and alleged 
that the investigation was 
halted because of Vesco con- 
nections with the Nixon ad- 
ministration denied the allega- 
tions. Federal drug enforce- 
ment officials have maintain- 
ed that Bouchard used Vesco’s 
name just to string Peroff 
along.
